tlement : So it ſeem'd; there wanted icarce 
any more to be done, to reſtore Popery and 
Papiſts for good and all in Ireland. 

Bur all this was not able to fatisffe che 
fiery Zealots of the Chnrch of Rome, whom 
nothing could pleaſe, but a thorough work, as 
they named ir. The Iriſh Popiſh Biſhops meer 
rogether in the Titular Archbiſhop of Dublin's 
Lodgings ; and with them, The Provincials of 
all the Religious Orders : And having unani- 
mouſly agreed. to the following Addreſs or 
Memorial to be preſented to the late King, 
then in Dublin, they preſent it ro him! in a 
full Body. That King James received this 
Addreſs very kindly, was viſible in his man- 
ner of treating & Perſons that preſented 
it. He told them, They had never ary reaſon 
to doubt of his Zeal for the Catbolick Religion ; 
and of bis willingneſs to ſacrifice all that was dear 
to him upon that account. And that he would

What Anſwer King James returned, we 
have not yet been able. co leara, But the 
Memorial it (elf was found ia that King's 
Cloſet, after his leaving Dublin; and another 
Copy of the ſame,in the Archbiſhop's Lodgings. 

The Memorial it (elf deſerves to be bere 
inſerted word by word, as it is inthe Original 
found- in King James's Cloſet ; And it may 
not be impertinent to make ſome ſhort Re-

Here is a fair acknowledgment of a De- 
ſign to eſtabliſh the Roman-Catholick Religion in 
Ireland, which they exprelly ſay, Aing James

One would think , 'The Tunlar Archbiſhop of 
Dublin, and the reſt of the Gang, needed tew 
Dire&ions to go about ſo meritorious a 
Work as the Eſtabliſhment of the Catholick 
Religion : But it ſeems King fames his Zeal 
has ourgone even theirs in this point.

And we have 
no reaſon to doubr, but King James, though 
he thought not himſelf oblig'd to keep his 
word ſo often given to Engliſh Hereticks ; yet 
He would not fail to merit Heaven, by keep- 
ing firm with thoſe People He imagin'd 
had power to lock Heaven againft him in 
cale of a failure. And here by the by, 1 
think it bue juſt, His Confeſſor ſhould ab- 


ſolve him from the obligation of his Promiſe

Imprimis, The uſual and right Bethod fo 
to compaſs any End o2 Deſign, 1s firſt of all 
to- remove the Chief Obſtacles that offer 
thereunto 3: Wherefoze, inaſmuch as the Pe- 
nal Laws, particularly the Statute of Unt- 
fozmity, and other like, were oziginally de- 
viſed and enacted to aboliſh the Koman-Ca- 
tholick Religion, and ſtill continue to be 
the main hind:ance of its advancement 3 
We humbly conceive that to re-eſfabliſh the 
ſame Roman-Catholick Religton in this 
Kingdom , as Pour Majeſty graciouſly in- 
tends, it is tn all Conſcience and Juſtice an 
Act of indiſpenſle neceſſity to repeal thoſe 
afozeſaid Penal Laws ſo th:oughly repug- 
nant to the Bonour and true Wozſhip of 
God, and to the Salvation of Souls,

What a Barrier the Penal Laws are againſt 
Popery here, the Papiſts themſelves do wit- 


P nels ; 
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neſs ; And what an Eye-ſor they are to them, 
they fairly enough infinuate by their ear- 
neſtneſs with King James, in this Paragraph, 
to have them Repeal'd. Here it is we have 
reaſon to admire and praiſe the wiſe and 
happy Condu&t of the Church of England in 
the late Reign, who would not be impos'd 
upon to take off theſe Laws, which the Pa- 
piſts as well as they, knew to be a firm bar- 
rier againl(t Popery and a ſure fence for ſe- 
curing the Proteſtant Religion ; Whatever 
other gloſles were put upon them by ſome 
of that time. This does ſufficiently free tha 
Church .from the impurtation of wilfulneſ; 
and moroſeneſs thrown upon them by their 
Enemies upon the account of their Refuſal 
in this matter : ſince the Papiſts themſelves 
acknowledge in the above-mentioned Para- 
graph, That theſe Laws were originally enafted 
to aboliſh the Roman-Catholick Religion, and to 
be the main«hinderance of its advancement, And 
indeed they muſt have been very blind, that 
did not ſee through the Deſigns of the late 
Reign, in their Incriegues of repealing theſe 
Laws : And it were a great Refleftion up- 
on the Wiſdom of the Diſſenters, to think 
they had any other thoughts of the Courr-

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Defigns at that time, or that they could be 
brought to imagine, there was any 'real 
kindneſs meat towards them, either in the 
Toleration granted them, or in che Tnſinu- 
ations made them to take off the Penal 
Laws, For there was no Party of men 
more odjous ro the Papiſts, rhan he Diſſen- 
ters, notwithſtanding of all the Careſſes made 
them, merely to juggle chem into their own 
Ruide, atid che 'Ruine 'of 'the Church of 
Enoland. ;

REFLECTIONS, 


In the laſt Reign we were -indultrioufly 
rold over and over again, by the Late King's 
Emiſſaries , That there was never any thing 
of a Deſign to invade the Livings or Reve- 
nues of che Church, or of applying'ot them 
to'any body elle, bur thoſe of the Church of 
England.

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Clergy reſtor'd to them, to give. a greater 
luſtte' to their ſpiritual Pober and Authortty. i 'At 
this rate, the Clergy of-the firlt three Coritu- 
ries, and the Mendicant Orders of cheir. own 
Church of Rome , muſt have very liccle ſuc- 
ceſs in their Miniſterial Fun&ions, ſince they 
of old did abſolutely depend, and theſe new 
Orders do yet, upon the ſole Charity of the 
People. .

Here, inthe beginning of this Paragraph, 
we. have fairly infinuated, the true Reaſons 
why King James did not reſtore, when upon 
the Engliſh Throne, the Roman Catholick Religi- 
on, and the Clergy, to their Livmgs,Churches, Juriſ- 
diftions, and Privileges, tho he defign'd to do 
it when it was convenient: The Reaſon was, 
It was inconſiftent with the good of King James's 
Affairs at that time. Burt why was not this 
done, when King James came to jrelaud, and 
was at the Head of 2n Iſh Army ? The 
Reaſon. that induc'd him to delay it, is here 
plain; He was afraid it might alienate the affe&i- 


ons 
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ons of the Proteſtants in Englarid, from giving a 
help hand towards bis Reſtoration, He did 
not Tetsy ic upon the account of the unjuſt- 
nels of the thing it ſelf ; it was from another 
Principle, eventhat of Politicks, leſt the Pro- 
reſtants of Fngland ſhould be roo much 
alarm'd with it, Thus King James and his 
Popiſh Clergy muſt have very low thoughts 
of the Wit and Senſe of the Proteſtants of 
England, to think they could be. fo eaſily 
cheated with ſuch filly baits, and could be 
hook'd in by ſo weak Pretences. No {ure ; 
they could not be ſo ſhorr-fighted, as not to 
ſee through theſe Cobwebs of Romiſh Poli- 
ticks; and they had too many hints. of their 
Deſigns, not to be ignoratit what was really 
at the bottom of them. 

But ir ſeems at the giving in of this Me» 
morial, the Romiſh Clergy was become of 
another Opinion.

James politively, That it's altogether needleſs to 
humour the 'Proteſtants in concerns of this nature ;

Here 
we are expreſly told, That all the late 
King's Kindneſs to the Protetants, was only to 
bumonur them, that is, to lay then aſleep with 
his Careſles, till ic was time to give the Blow, 
by reſtoring the Roman-Catholick Religion, 
and: the Roman-Catholick Clergy to their 
Churches, Livings, ec. But this is not all; 
Theſe Genclemen tell us by way of an Inu- 
endo, That all the Privileges the Proteſtants 
enjoyed by the Laws of the Kingdom, were 
indeed no more, but King James's and his Pre.

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this Kingdom, in favour of the Roman. Catho- 
lick Religion and Clergy: fo2 they do not 
doubt, but that Your Majeſty being of the 
Roman-Catholick Religion, intends to eſta- 
bliſh the ſame, and to reftoze the Clergy to 
their Livings, Churches, and full Juriſdt- 
tion, in this Your Catholick Kingdonr. 


REFLECTIONS. 


As to ſome of the Proteſtants Deſign of
